As  is  permitted  by  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948, 
Section  31,  the  product  of  a penny  rate  is  made  available  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  Associations  within  your  area.  The 
Associations  are  informed  that  the  money  available  to 
them  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  old  people  within  the  area 
of  the  Association  concerned. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 


(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead. 

During  the  year  the  cost  of  burying  one  person 
was  accepted  by  your  Council. 

The  total  amount  expended  under  this  section 
of  the  Act  was  £21  10s. 

(b)  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention. 

No  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under 
Section  47  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 

Six  persons,  however,  were  found  to  be  in  need 
of  care  and  attention,  and  were  persuaded  to 
voluntarily  enter  Hospitals  or  Hostels. 

The  care  of  the  aged  continues  to  be  one  of  the  major 
problems  for  the  community.  In  my  dealings  with  them,  I 
must  confess  that  I do  admire  and  appreciate  their  desire 
to  maintain  as  long  as  possible  their  own  independence  and 
the  way  of  life  that  has  been  theirs  for  many  years. 

Their  standard  of  hygiene  may  often  not  be  all  that 
is  desired  but  I feel  sure  that  the  inward  happiness  that 
is  theirs  in  their  own  home  surrounded  by  their  personal 
possessions  is  a feature  that  is  worth  protecting  in  spite  of 
occasional  risks  and  administrative  difficulties. 

The  present  policy  of  the  Council  in  building  more 
bungalows  for  aged  persons  is  a move  in  the  right  direction 
for  moving  into  an  Aged  Persons’  Home,  excellent  though 
they  be,  is  not  readily  acceptable  by  the  majority  of  old 
people. 

Tuberculosis. 

Facilities  for  the  diagnosis,  home  and  clinic  treatment 
of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail,  Chest 
Physician,  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend  (Tel.  No.: 
Bridgend  345).  In  this  work  he  is  assisted  by  an  assistant 
Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  also  responsible 
for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  your  area 
remains  somewhat  stationary. 

This  is  similar  to  the  trend  nationally  where  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  continues  to  remain  high  although 
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the  death  rate  is  rapidly  falling,  but  it  should  be  noted  that 
cases  are  now  occurring  far  more  frequently  in  the  higher 
age  groups,  i.e.,  25  years  and  over.  The  occurrence  of  Non- 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  continues  to  remain  low  and  as 
occurred  last  year,  the  deaths  from  Non-pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis was  nil. 

Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  usually  of  bovine  origin 
and  was  very  commonly  caused  by  the  drinking  of 
contaminated  milk.  There  is  no  doubt  that  recent  milk 
regulations  and  particularly  the  greater  use  of  pasteurised 
milk  has  been  responsible  for  this  repeated  fall. 

In  studying  the  figures,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
there  are  three  Mental  Hospitals  with  2,340  patients  in  your 
Area. 

In  Mental  Hospitals,  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in 
the  patients  is  higher  than  in  the  general  population. 

One  male  and  two  female  pulmonary  cases  were  noti- 
fied and  two  male  deaths  occurred  in  these  hospitals. 

The  “Captain  of  the  Men  of  Death”  no  longer  holds 
his  rank — prevention,  however,  continues  to  be  the  key  to 
eradicating  the  disease.  Methods  for  the  detection  of  the 
individual  cases  will  have  to  be  intensified  and  for  this 
the  co-operation  of  the  public  will  be  required.  Greater 
use  of  tile  tuberculin  tests  will  be  necessary  and  special 
attention  paid  to  the  older  sections  of  the  community, 
many  of  whom,  unknowingly,  are  chronic  carriers  of  the 
tubercle  bacilli.

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


1. — Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  established  in  1920, 
and  functioning  since  1st  January,  1921,  supplies  the  water 
consumed  in  your  district.  The  two  main  supphes  are  a soft 
water  from  the  Uplands  source,  and  a hard  water  from  the 
Sdhwyll  source  at  Merthyrmawr.  « 

The  Board’s  by-laws  prohibit  the  use  of  lead  pipe,  and 
in  one  source  with  water  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action, 
soda  ash  treatment  is  given.  This  latter  source  supplies 
only  a few  properties  in  the  Penybont  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  have  been  no  new 
sources  of  supply. 
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The  following  are  the  number  of  houses  including 
farms  without  a proper  piped  supply  in  the  various 
parishes:  —

2. — Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  major  part  of  your  district  is  adequately  sewered. 
Where  there  is  an  absence  of  sewers  pail  closets  and  cess- 
pools are  in  use. 

Although  plans  have  been  completed  and  Ministerial 
Inquiries  held,  no  work  has  yet  commenced  on  the  schemes 
for  the  sewering  of  the  villages  of  Laleston  and  Coity.  The 
latter  is  particularly  urgent  as  the  sdheme  provides  for 
the  sewering  of  a large  Mental  Hospital  of  1,042  beds. 

Work  on  a scheme  for  the  sewering  of  the  village 
of  Coytrahen  is  almost  completed. 

A main  trunk  sewer  passes  through  your  district  from 
Aberkenfig  via  Bridgend  to  a sea  outfall  at  Ogmore^by-Sea. 
This  sewer  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Penybont  Main 
Sewerage  Board  which  is  a Board  consisting  of  represen- 
tatives from  the  Penybont  Rural  District  Council  and  the 
Bridgend  Urban  District  Council. 

For  several  years  the  renewal  of  this  Main  Sewer  has 
been  under  consideration,  and  a detailed  Scheme  has  now 
been  prepared  which  costs  in  the  region  of  £400,000. 
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One  of  the  main  obstacles  that  has  to  be  overcome 
before  work  can  commence  is  a High  Court  Injunction 
against  the  Board  prohibiting  the  discharge  of  sewage  into 
the  River  Ogmore.  This  injunction  virtually  prohibits  the 
normal  practice  of  installing  storm  water  overflows  which 
operate  during  periods  of  flood,  and  results  in  any  alterna- 
tive scheme  being  too  costly. 

As  in  previous  years  during  the  month  of  August 
several  complaints  were  received  from  holiday  makers  of 
the  heavy  pollution  by  sewage  of  the  sea  at  Ogmore-by-Sea. 

During  the  summer  months,  an  epidemic  of  Poliomye- 
litis occurred  in  this  country  and  there  was  much  publicity 
in  the  press  and  a great  deal  of  public  alarm  centred  over 
the  possibility  of  Poliomyelitis  being  spread  by  polluted 
sea  water.  The  heavy  pollution  at  Ogmore-by-Sea  was 
subject  to  that  publicity.  Although  theoretically  the  slender 
possibility  might  exist,  there  is  virtually  no  evidence  that 
this  disease  is  spread  by  sea  bathing  whether  the  water 
is  polluted  or  not.  It  must  however,  be  remembered  that 
there  is  ample  evidence  that  typhoid  and  paratyphoid 
fevers  can  and  do  result  from  the  sewage  pollution  of  our 
coastal  waters  and  there  is  a possible  danger  that  those 
holiday  makers  so  infected  may  on  returning  home  spread 
the  disease  in  the  large  towns. 

Fortunately,  no  cases  of  these  fevers  have  been  re- 
corded in  your  Area  but  the  possibility,  however,  still  exists 
and  although  the  public  alarm  has  died  down,  one  does 
feel  that  this  urgent  problem  of  coastal  pollution  by  sewage 
Should  receive  consideration. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  every  seaside  resort  should 
provide  a Sewage  Purification  Scheme.  I am  in  favour  of 
that  opinion  but  as  these  Schemes  are  costly  and  provide 
for  a number  of  persons  greatly  in  excess  of  the  normal 
resident  population,  it  is  felt  that  more  liberal  grants 
Should  be  made  available  for  these  projects. 


3. — Closet  Accommodation.

These  figures  do  not  include  the  Mental  Hospitals,  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  or  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Of  the  233  Council  houses  built  during  the  year  all 
except  27  were  connected  to  the  sewer.  The  27  connnected 
to  cesspools  were  in  the  Wick  and  St.  Brides  Areas.  Of 
the  170  houses  built  by  private  enterprise,  144  were  con- 
nected to  sewers,  25  to  cesspools  and  1 to  a septic  tank. 

4. — Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  has  organised  the  collection  of  House 
Refuse  throughout  the  district  twice  weekly. 


5. — Cesspool  Cleansing. 

Pour  free  cleansings  are  given  to  each  cesspool  per 
annum  throughout  the  Penybont  District,  Where  necessary 
and  where  further  cleansings  are  required,  a charge  is 
made  which  varies  to  the  size  of  the  cesspool.  The  Council 
have  two  cesspool  cleansing  vehicles. 


6. — Night  Soil  Removal. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  on  a small  scale 
in  parts  of  the  parishes  of  Pyle,  Llangynwyd  Lower  and 
Laleston. 


7. — Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

In  accordance  with  Article  27  (Section  18)  of  tlie  Sani- 
tery  Officer  s Order  (outside  London)  Regulations,  the 
following  is  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  tabulated  statement; 
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^ 8. — Shops 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  sepe 
notices  under  the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relatmg 
to  ventilation,  and  the  temperature  of  shops.  The  number 
of  shops  inspected  was  342. 


y. — Camping  Sites. 

(1)  The  number  of  sites  in.  the  area  which  were  used 
for  camping  purposes  during  1957  was  8. 

(2)  The  number  of  camping  sites  in  respect  of  which 
licences  have  been  issued  by  the  Local  Authority 
under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 
is  one. 

Besides  the  above  mentioned  sites,  the  Council  possess 
a permanent  Camping  Site  in  Heronston  Lane,  which  is 
utilised  to  assist  ^e  inadequately  housed,  and  those  em- 
ployed on  special  work  involving  a short  stay  at  nearby 
industrial  undertakings. 

The  Camp  was  first  used  by  the  Coimcil  in  September, 
1950,  and  there  is  sufficient  space  for  the  siting  of  30 
Caravan/Trailers. 

It  is  under  the  care  of  a resident  Warden  and  controlled 
by  the  Housing  Manager  of  your  Council. 

Applications  to  site  a caravan  or  trailer  at  this  Camp 
must  be  made  through  the  Council.  The  site  possesses  a 
good  water  supply,  satisfactory  water-carriage  sewerage 
system,  and  is  well  illuminated  by  electricity. 

Conditions  for  the  Camp  have  been  drawn  up  which 
regulate  the  type  of  caravan /trailer  permitted. 

The  ground  rent  for  each  caravan/trailer  is  8/2  per 
week. 


10. — Atmospheric  Pollution. 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  an  acute  problem  in  your 
area.  Complaints  of  dust  nuisance  from  the  railway  sheds 
at  Tondu  were  received  and  voluntary  action  taken  to 
minimise  this  nuisance.  These  sheds  are  sited  in  a built 
up  area  so  complete  removal  of  this  nuisance  is  unlikely  to 
occur  until  steam  engines  have  been  replaced  by  diesel 
engines. 
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11. — Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.

As  in  previous  years  the  premises  of  all  the  applicants 
allocated  Council  houses  or  transferring  Council  houses 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  clean- 
liness. Also  all  vacant  Council  houses  were  inspected  for 
clearance  certificates  after  being  repaired. 


12. — Rodent  Control. 

The  cost  of  this  service,  to  the  Council,  is  subject  to 
50  per  cent,  grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

A full-time  rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Coimcil 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout  the  district.  All  the 
complaints  from  private  and  business  premises  were 
attended  to,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge 
in  private  premises  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business 
and  commercial  premises  was  recovered.

As  directed  by  the  Divisional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  during  the  year  two  maintenance 
treatments  in  sewers  were  carried  out  in  your  district. 
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In  connection  with  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  Mr.  Williams,  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector, 
reports  that  two  major  infestations  by  rats  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year.  These  occurred  at  the  Councirs  refuse 
tips  at  Bryncethin  and  Kenfig  Hill.  Two  block  control 
schemes  were  also  carried  out  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 
One  of  the  block  control  treatments  was  carried  oiit  at 
Tondu  in  conjunction  with  the  British  Railwaj^  and  the 
other  at  Pencoed  in  conjunction  with  the  Glamorgan 
Agricultural  Committee. 

The  Council’s  full  time  Rodent  Operator  was  off  duty 
through  illness  for  a period  of  three  months  during  the 
year  and  during  that  period  the  health  inspectors  carried 
out  the  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats  throughout 
the  district. 

The  treatment  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  by  the 
staff  of  the  Surveyor’s  Department. 
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Cases  in  which  DEFECTS  were  found. 
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■Outwork. During  the  year  no  outworkers  were  notified  as  residing  in  this  district.

As  in  previous  years,  the  House  Letting  Committee  allo- 
cated one  house  out  of  every  seven  erected  to  persons 
occupying  premises  scheduled  for  demolition. 

RENT  ACT  1957 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  6th  July,  1957 
and  follows  upon  the  Rent  and  Repairs  Act  of  1954.  The 
Act  has  two  purposes  in  that  it  frees  from  rent  control 
houses  (induing  flats)  above  certain  levels  of  rateable 
value  and  secondly  allows  limited  increases  in  rents  of 
houses  still  under  control.  Opportunity  is  given  tenants, 
upon  whom  increases  of  rent  have  been  imposed,  of  obtain- 
ing general  repairs  sometimes  outside  the  purview  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts. 

Twenty  five  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
were  made,  nine  were  granted  and  two  refused.  Under- 
takings from  landlords  were  received  in  the  remaining  four- 
teen cases.  Of  the  two  refused,  one  was  unreasonable  and 
in  the  other  the  landlord  carried  out  the  repairs  before  the 
Certificate  was  considered.

Allocation  of  Council  Houses. 

The  satisfactory  building  programme  of  the  Council 
during  the  past  years  has  resulted  in  the  easing  of  the 
housing  problem  in  the  area.  Although  the  munber  of 
applicants  continues  to  be  high,  a large  number  of  these 
are  owner/occupiers  or  tenants  of  houses. 

The  main  complaint  with  these  applicants  is  not  over- 
crowding but  lack  of  modern  amenities.  It  is  therefore 
felt  that  it  is  much  wiser  for  the  older  type  of  private 
house  to  be  occupied  by  an  owner  occupier  who  will  provide 
these  amenities  with  the  assistance  of  an  Improvement 
Grant. 

All  medical  certificates  submitted  were  examined  by 
me  but  few  only  were  considered  to  indicate  a severe 
medical  condition  which  warranted  my  requesting  the 
House  Letting  Committee  to  grant  urgent  medical  priority 
for  housing. 

Twenty  two  applicants  were  housed  for  urgent 
medical  reasons  and  many  transfers  effected. 

I should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
House  Letting  Committee  and  the  Housing  Manager  for 
their  co-operation  in  connection  with  the  medical  cases 
submitted..

In  addition  to  the  above,  28  Supplementary  Licences 
for  retailing  mUk  in  your  area  were  issued.  In  connection 
with  this  group,  10  of  the  Principal  Licences  were  issued  by 
the  Cowbridge  Authority,  11  by  the  Bridgend  Authority, 
4 by  the  Maesteg  Authority  and  3 by  the  Porthcawl 
Authority. 

The  milk  supplies  of  your  area  continue  to  be  of  a 
high  standard. 

In  recent  years  great  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
control  of  the  risk  of  conveying  Tuberculosis  to  humans 
by  milk. 

The  main  methods  of  control  are : — 

(a)  Heat  treatment  of  milk. 

(b)  Biological  sampling  of  milk  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

(c)  By  declaring  areas  as  “Specified  Areas”,  where 
milk  sold  must  be  Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised 
or  Sterilised.  Your  district  is  within  a “Specified 
Area.” 

(d)  By  the  attested  scheme  and  the  Eradication  plan 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  In  the  attested 
sOheme,  free  Tuberculin  Testing  of  the  herd  is 
available.  After  all  the  re-actors  have  been  re- 
moved from  the  herd  and  further  negative  tests 
obtained,  the  herd  is  declared  an  attested  herd. 

Col.  Griffiths,  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer,  in- 
forms me  that  in  1949  there  were  only  199  attested  herds 
in  Glamorgan,  i.e.  7.9  per  cent  of  the  herds,  but  at  the  end 
of  1957,  this  figure  had  been  increased  to  2,232  herds,  i.e. 
67  per  cent  of  the  herds.  As  proof  of  tlie  progress  that  has 
been  made  in  the  eradication  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle,  he 
also  informs  me  that  in  1939,  299  clinical  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis in  cattle  were  detected  and  the  animals  slaughtered 
whereas  in  1957,  the  figure  was  only  18. 

Where  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  in  cattle  is  low, 
the  Ministry  may  declare  the  area  an  “Eradication  Plan 
Area”.  All  farmers  within  that  area  are  then  given  two 
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years  notice  that  their  herds  can  be  Tuberculin  Tested  free, 
but  after  that  period  Tuberculin  Testing  becomes  compul- 
sory and  any  re-actors  will  be  sent  for  slaughter.  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
Food  to  declare  the  County  of  Glamorgan  an  Eradication 
Area  on  1st  March,  1959. 

If  the  progress  of  the  past  decade  is  maintained  in 
the  future  of  the  eradication  of  tubercle  in  cattle  should 
soon  be  accomplished,  and  it  will  then  be  necessary  to 
adopt  preventive  measures  to  avoid  the  cattle  contracting 
the  disease  from  human  sources.  This  has  already 
happened  in  certain  areas  in  the  Scandinavian  countries.

FOOD  POISONING 

No  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  were  notified  durmg  the 
year.  Often  one  feels  that  the  term  “Food  Poisoning”  is  an 
unnecessary  exaggeration  of  the  signs  and  symptoms  that 
arise  from  consuming  certain  foods  that  have  been  infected. 

Possibly  it  would  assist  the  public  and  be  a truer 
description  of  the  condition  if  the  term  “Food  Infection” 
was  used  to  replace  such  a sinister  term  as  “Food  Poison- 
ing”. 

Your  inspectors  regularly  visited  food  shops  in  the 
area  to  insure  that  the  handling  and  distribution  of  food 
was  carried  out  hygienically  and  that  premises  and  equip- 
ment conformed  with  the  requirements  of  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES

KNACKERS’  YARDS 

There  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  your  area.  It 
is  owned  and  operated  by  Messrs  A.  C.  Beresford  & Sons 
and  is  situated  at  Hendre,  Pencoed.  By-products  of  the 
plant  are  fats  and  bone  meals.  Over  the  past  few'  years 
exten^ons  to  the  factory  have  been  added  and  additional 
facilities  for  the  use  of  work  people  have  been  provided 
From  visits  made  from  time  to  time,  it  is  noted  that  the 
business  is  conducted  satisfactorily. 
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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 


A study  of  the  figures  of  notifiable  diseases  shows 
that  this  year,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  incidence  of 
measles  was  high.  As  very  little  can  be  done  to  control 
the  spread  of  this  disease  and  complications  are  a rare 
occurrence  it  is  sometimes  felt  that  there  are  grounds 
for  ceasing  to  have  this  disease  statutorily  notifiable. 

Two  outbreaks  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred.  One  of 
these  outbreaks  was  at  the  Glanrhyd  Mental  Hospital. 
Thirty  seven  cases  occurred,  the  greater  portion  being  con- 
fined to  one  ward.  Strict  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent 
the  condition  spreading  to  other  wards.  The  other  outbreak 
occurred  in  the  Kenfig  Hill  Nursery  School,  which  is  a 
modem  well  equipped  school.  Fifteen  cases  were  notified. 
On  investigation,  many  positive  faecal  excretors  were 
found  giving  histories  of  mild  abdominal  symptoms. 

In  view  of  the  large  number  of  small  children  involved 
the  County  Medical  Ofl&cer  advised  closing  the  school  for 
a short  period. 

An  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Country 
during  1957,  but  fortunately,  few  cases  occurred  in  your 
area. 

Of  the  four  cases  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified 
one  died. 

A case  of  Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  was  brought 
to  my  notice,  w'hich  on  investigation  proved  to  be  a case 
of  Virus  Meningitis.  The  person  notified  was  a police 
officer  from  the  South  of  England  undergoing  with  other 
officers  from  Ekigland  and  Wales  a special  course  at  the 
Police  Training  School.  The  Commandant  of  the  School 
was  advised  to  proceed  with  the  Course  but  to  keep  the 
men  under  observation  and  discontinue  drill  and  other 
athletic  activities. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  so  much  public  alarm  is 
created  by  press  headlines  When  cases  of  this  disease  occur 
in  an  area  and  it  is  desirable  that  greater  publicity  should 
be  given  to  the  fact  that  many  suffer  from  the  disease 
without  being  aware  of  the  fact  and  that  only  a very  small 
minority  of  cases  have  permanent  muscle  damage. 

The  discovery  of  an  Anti-polio  vaccine  has  been  a great 
satisfaction  to  all  those  engaged  in  preventive  medicine  as 
very  little  was  known  of  the  exact  cause  of  outbreaks  ot 
this  disease  and  the  measures  required  to  prevent  spread. 

It  is  now  to  be  hoped  that  the  dramatic  results 
achieved  by  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  will  be 
repeated  with  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme. 
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As  was  forecast  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a wave  of 
Influenza  from  the  Far  East  spread  to  this  country  during 
the  Autumn. 

An  epidemic  occurred  in  your  area  which  commenced 
at  the  beginning  of  September  and  reached  its  peak  by 
the  beginning  of  October  and  then  quickly  subsided.  The 
condition  was  mild  and  the  mortality  rate  low.  Seventeen 
deaths  of  elderly  persons  were,  however,  attributed  to  this 
condition  and  of  these,  thirteen  occurred  at  the  mental 
hospital. 

On  31st  August,  a party  of  40  school  children,  aged 
between  5 and  11  years,  arrived  at  the  holiday  hostel  at 
Malt  House,  Wick,  for  a week’s  holiday.  These  children 
had  been  recommended  for  this  holiday  by  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
and  W.V.S.  of  Birmingham  and  were  under  the  care  of  the 
W.V.S. 

On  2nd  September,  two  children  were  taken  ill  with 
influenza  which  quickly  spread  and  involved  all  the  children 
and  staff.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  staff  and  the  inadequate 
facilities  available,  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  hostel 
and  admit  27  cases  to  the  BlackmiU  and  Cefn  Hirgoed 
Isolation  Hospitals.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  those 
children  Who  had  recovered  to  be  escorted  home.

This  report  is  presented  during  a period  when  there 
are  added  anxieties  in  connection  with  the  health  of  the 
community.  Happily,  we  can  record  that  the  food  supplies, 
water  supplies  and  sewerage  arrangements  are  satisfactory 
according  to  old  standards.  Most  of  the  killing  diseases  of 
the  past  are  well  under  control  but  problems  such  as  the 
present  high  incidence  of  coronary  disease,  cancer  and 
mental  diseases  are  problems  that  require  solving. 

In  recent  years,  science  has  made  gigantic  strides  for 
the  benefit  of  humanity. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  last  century,  a poet  wrote, 
“true  it  is  that  nature  hides  her  treasures  less  and  less, 
man  now  presides  in  power  where  once  he  trembled  in  his 
weakness,”  that  is  truer  today  than  it  was  then.  Unfortu- 
nately, this  progress  has  produced  “arrows  that  fly  by 
night.” — We  do  not  yet  know  with  certainty  what  the 
effect  of  radiation,  petrol  fumes  and  food  additives,  etc.  will 
be  on  this  and  future  generations. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  to  the  Council 
my  appreciation  of  the  interest  Shown  by  the  Members 
in  matters  affecting  Public  Health  and  to  thank  Dr. 
Kathleen  Davies  and  Dr.  B.  T.  Jones  for  deputising  for  me 
when  required.  I would  also  like  to  thank  the  staff  for 
their  co-operation  and  particularly  Mr.  Williams,  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  who  by  their  efforts  have  helped 
to  maintain  a hi^  standard  of  efficiency  in  matters  relat- 
ing to  Public  Health.
